.-LOCAL OPTION FOR WINERIES. 


Supervisors Vote to Allow Taxpayers 


in Precincts to Decide if Wine 


Houses Continue. 


The Board of Supervisors on Tues- 


day passed the new county license or- 
dinance by a vote of 3 to 2. Chair- 
man Nellis voted with 
Supervisors 


Manning and Pridham in favor of al- 
lowing the voters of each precinct to 
.vote on the proposition of allowing 
wineries to sell liquor in the respec- 
tive precincts. 
McCabe and Eldridge 


voted against the measure. 


The ordinance was prepared by Dep- 


uty District Attorney Hartley Shaw 
and was presented to the supervisors 
several months ago. The board then 
heard protests from winery owners 
who did not want local option, fearing 
that if the ordinance was passed it 
would force them out of business. 


Supervisor McCabe is chairman of 


the ordinance committee of the board, 
and it was this committee that first 
handled the license ordinance. 
Wh&n 


the wine men protested the ordinance 
was laid aside and was not resur- 
rected until Monday, 
when it was 


partly considered. When the provision 
relating to local option was reached 
Supervisor McCabe stated that he was 
opposed to "doggeries," but he op- 
posed compelling legitimate wineries 
to submit the question of their retail- 
ing their products locally to the wish- 
es of the 
voters in the 
precincts 


wherein the wineries were located. 


Chairman Nellis then asked Deputy 


District Attorney Shaw where a win- 
ery located in the dry districts could 
sell its product. Mr. Shaw replied: 
"It can ship it into the city and sell 
it here on consignment through some 
dealer, or can establish a place of bu- 
siness in some wet precinct and take 
out a license to sell it there. The 
ordinance does not prohibit them from 
manufacturing without a license, but 
only from selling wine in the precinct 
that votes otherwise." 


Supervisor Eldridge then said: 
"There is too much invested in the 


wine business in this country to let 
this provision go through. Many peo 
pie would vote against wineries un 
knowingly and thereby do a great in 
justice to the legitimate vinters." 


McCabe interposed by saying: 
"It wouldn't affect the big wineries 


but it would effect the little wineries 
that sell to their neighbors." 


Pridam stated that where wineries 


•were properly conducted the people 


i of the precincts in which the wineries 


were located would not vote to take 
away their licenses. 


Supervisor Eldridge said that as the 


Merchants' and Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation and the chamber of cominecre 
opposed the local option provision, 
their protests should be heeded.- 


Xellis then informed the board that 


the Merchants' and Manufacturers' as- 
sociation and the chamber of com- 
merce were not conversant with the 
question at the time they protested, 
and he further stated that the pro- 
motion bodies were of the opinion 
that the new ordinance would place 
the ban on all wineries. 


After further argument on the ordi- 


nance a vote was taken, which result- 
ed in a victory for those favoring 
local option.

NEW TENTS ARRIVE. 


Cloth Recommended by Governmen 


Experts in Use for Fumigation 


in Covina. 


Another advance step in the science 


of fumigation has been made by the 
fumigators of Southern California, and 
Covina has the honor of being the 
first to put it in practical demonslra 
tion. S. A. Stowell, who runs a large 
number of fumigating outfits in Co 
vina, Charter Oak, Lordsburg, Porno 
na, Alhambra and other citrus dis 
tuicts, has received his consignment 
of "government twill" tents this week, 
and the tents are being used in fumi- 
gating the Adams orchard between 
Fourth and Hollenbeck streets. 


These tents are made of the very 


closest weave of any canvas that ever 
came from the loom, and are especially 
manufactured at Manchester, N. H.. 
for the Los Angeles county fumigat- 
ing trade. As there is no demand for 
this densely woven cloth in any other 
business, the whole consignment is 
being laid down at Los Angeles. One 
loom in the factory is being kept 
busy, and about 5,000 yards a week 
are being made. The tents received 
by Mr. Stowell are the first to go into 
operation in Southern California. Al- 
though the Pomona fumigators have 
advertised the coming of these tents 
for some time, the cloth is not yet in 
actual operation. 


The excellence of this cloth is found 


in the fact that it is practically gas- 
tight before the tanning treatment, 
and when this is done the tent is ab- 
solutely an air- or gas-tight compart- 
ment. The new tents may be seen at 
work on the Adams orchard and the 
orchard of Mrs. J. H. Simpson.

One of the big ranching enterprises 


In Puente is the eucalyptus 
ranch 


of William Malcolm and F. H. Stan- 
ton, who have put out 120 acres to 
these valuable trees in the San Jose 
hills. This ranch on the slope Is vis- 
ible from every point in the valley; 
and the stretch of green that reaches 
up and over the crest of the hills, 
makes a very pretty picture from the 
floor of the valley. Mr. Malcolm, who 
is the superintendent of the schools 
of the town, stated that the work on 
the grove of eucalyptus trees 
been done wholly without water, or 
rather, without irrigation. 
The soil 


has boon kept moist by constant stir- 
ring of the top crust and by deep 
plowing. The trees are in splendidly 
thriving condition, and will undoubt- 
edly yield a good profit within a few 
years, as there is no crop of wood 
that comes to maturity as rapidly as 
the gum tree of California.
